Riot In New Orleans. 
N e w O r l e a n s , Sept. 14.—In re­ 
sponse to a call for a mass meeting on 
Canal street this morning to protest 
against tiie seizure of arms of private 
citizens, men began to assemble at 10 
o’clock and by 11 o’clock the sidewalks 
of the great square were filled. There 
seems to be a general suspension of 
business at this hour—noon. 
Ad­ 
dresses are being delivered from the 
base of Clay statute. 
The meeting 
adopted resolutions requesting imme­ 
diate abdication of Gov. Kellosjg and a 
committee of citizens composed of R. 
H. Marr, Chairman. Jules Tuges, S. 
E. Chapman, Sam Bell and J. M. 
Seixous was appointed to wait on the 
Governor. The Governor declined to 
receive any committefrom a meeting. 
The people 
respounded 
to advice 
given them by Dr. 
Beard, one of 
the speakers at the meeting, and by 
3 o’clock armed men were stationed 
at the intersection of all streets on 
the south side of Canal street from 
the river to Claiborn street. About 4 
p. M. a body of metropolitans about 
500 strong, with cavalry and artillery, 
appeared at the head of Canal street 
and took position. 
Gen. Longstreet, 
commanding, accompanied by an or­ 
derly, then rode up and down Canal 
street, ordering armed citizens to dis­ 
perse. 
Some- desultory firing com­ 
menced 60011 after along this street. 
8 p. M. — The streets above Canal 
street are well filled with armed citi­ 
zens. The impression now prevails 
that no further attempt will be made 
by the metropolitans to disperse their 
opponents 
who 
handled them so 
roughly this afternoon. The city is 
quiet and 110 further conflict is appre­ 
hended before morning. 
Most of the 
barricades are made with street cars. 
Six or eight citizens and twenty or 
thirty metropolitans where killed in 
the fight this afternoon, and many 
were wounded on both sides. 
M i d n i g h t —The list of casualties to 
citizens in the fight to-day foots up six 
killed and five seriously, and twelve 
fatally wounded. The metropolitans’ 
loss was seven killed and thirty-seven 
wounded. 
Among the citizens killed 
was Capt. J. M. West ami Major J. K. 
Dourtain.

An Ordinance Granting a Franchise 
fo r rn Extension of the Spring and 
Sixth Street Railroad. . 
T 
h e m a y o r a n d c o m m o n c o u n c i l 
o fth e c ity o f Los Angeles do ordain as 
follow s:. 
S ection 1. T hat the right of way be, and 
tiie sam e hereby is, granted to the Spring and 
Sixth Street Railroad C om pany of Los Ange­ 
les City, California, aud to its assigns, over 
and along the following street of said city for 
th e period of tw enty years from and after the 
date of th e approval by the Mayor of this or­ 
dinance, for the purpose of extending its pres­ 
ent track and laying down, m aintaining and 
operating one line of iron rallrood track, and 
to run cars thereon to be drawn and propelled 
by horses or m ules, and to carry passengers 
thereon; th a t is to >.ny: Com m encing at the 
junction of Main and A lam eda streets of this 
city; thence along said street to the grounds 
know n as the upper depot grouuds of tiie 
Houthern Pacific 
R ailroad Com pany, pur­ 
chased of Mrs. Stearns, with the right to con­ 
struct such turnouts as m ay be necessary; said 
track to connect w ith and form a part of the 
nres“nt street railroad of said com pany, and 
the whole line to he operated as one and the 
sam e line, and only one fare to be collected for 
travel over the whole line from each passen­ 
ger. 
Provided, and upon condition th a t the con­ 
struction of said road shall be com m enced 
w ithin the period of three m onths from and 
after the date of approval of this ordinance, 
and sh all be flnaiiy com pleted, equipped, 
stocked and in running order from its point 
of beginning to its term inus, w ithin the period 
of six m onths from said date of its approval: 
It being understood th at this franchise shall 
be forfeited by the grantee herein on account 
of a failure to com plete 1 lie said road w ithin 
the aid period of six m onths, only for th at 
portion of said road w hich a t th a t lim e shall 
rem ain and be unfinished, leaving th e fran­

com pleted and in running order unaffected 
by such fuilure; provided further, and upon 
the express condition th a t said grantee shall 
plank, pave and m acadam ize the lengtli of 
said road between the rails thereof and for two 
feet on eneh side thereof, and shall keep the 
sam e constantly in repair, flush w ith the 
street and provided w ith good crossings, and 
the track no t to be m ore th an five feet wide 
w ithin the rails and there be a space between 
the m ain tracks and side tracks or turnouts 
sufficient to allow cars to pass each other free­

To- day is the anniversary of the in­ 
dependence of M exico. 
The event 
w ill be duly celebrated by our M exi­ 
can population. 


An Oregon paper,describing Gen. O. 
O. H o w a r d,says he is “ rather a small 
man.” This exactly accords with our 
idea of the General. 


T h e editor of the San Francisco Post 
is constantly worrying over the loss 
of vested rights. He will keep on at 
this until he is invested with one of 
those vests they call straight-jackets. 


E l s e w h e r e we publish the resolu­ 
tion of the Compton Grange denounc­ 
ing the proposed change of school text 
books. The action of this Grange on 
this very important subject should be 
imitated by every Grange in the 
State. 


T h e Express complains that we do 
not give it credit for telegraphic dis­ 
patches. 
We do not see why we 
should. It keeps a standing line an­ 
nouncing that it is the only paper in 
Los Angeles that takes dispatches, and 
as the Mirror has never disputed the 
proposition, we conclude it must be 
so. This ought to be credit enough. 


As a sign of the times we may men­ 
tion that Mr. K y s e r , the architect, 
has just completed the designs for four 
fine cottages to be built on the high 
ground of Temple street, for the order 
of Messrs. T e m p l e & B e a u d r y . In 
this connection we may state that it 
is the Intention of parties owning the 
lots to build some fifteen or twenty 
dwellings on the high lands before the 
Winter sets in. 


B e f o r e leaving for San Francisco 
yesterday Senator J o n e s stated that 
it was his intention to return to this 
city within a month and remain here 
some time. 
His extensive invest­ 
ment in Panamint together with his 
railroad interests in this valley will 
require his presence in this city for a 
few weeks and he will improve the oc­ 
casion to give his aged mother an op­ 
portunity of visiting a section the de­ 
lightful climate and beautiful location 
of which has so charmed her son. 


T h e collision in New Orleans two 
days ago between the people and the 
“ Metropolitan police,” which is a sort 
of State militia organized by the 
K e l l o g faction as a body-guard, indi­ 
cates that those engaged in the busi­ 
ness of manufacturing Southern out­ 
rages are determined to have some­ 
thing on which to base their stories.

Misstatements Corrected. 


The suggestion of the H e r a l d that 
Mr. B e a u d r y possessed those quali­ 
ties which progressive Los Angeles 
should find in her Mayor has drawn 
upon that gentleman the vindictive 
attacks of the ana conda and al­ 
ready its emissaries 
are circulat­ 
ing 
the 
most 
arrant 
falsehoods 
concerning him. 
One of those false 
statements is that Mr. B e a u d r y is 
one of the owners of the Feliz Ranch 
and as the city is engaged or is about 
to engage in a lawsuit with the propri­ 
etors of that property it would not be 
well to place Mr. B e a u d r y in the 
Mayor’s chair. The author of this re­ 
port must be very ignorant or else he 
is very malicious. 
A glance'at the 
record will show that Mr. B e a u d r y 
has no claim against, and has not 
owned an interest in the Feliz ranch 
since 1871. 
Another invention of the 
anaconda is that Mr. B e a u d r y ’s in­ 
terests are all centered in one portion 
of the city. This too is false. 
The 
Assessor's books will show that he 
owns property in every portion of the 
city. Such attack will not injure Mr. 
B e a u d r y in the estimation of the 
people but they serve to show how 
exceeding obnoxious he is to the ana­ 
conda. 


Tobacco Curing. 


We have received a letter from a 
gentleman in San Francisco who as­ 
serts that he has had many years ex­ 
perience in the culture of tobacco and 
preparing it for market, and he claims 
that he is in possession of knowledge 
not generally known, which enables 
him to cure tobacco and render it su­ 
perior to that prepared by the Culp 
process. He desires to be placed in 
communication with the Los Angeles 
Tobacco Company. 
If any member 
of that company will comply with his 
request they may obtain his address 
at this office. In this connection we 
will remark that while we have filled 
column after column of the H e r a l d 
with facts and arguments designed to 
encourage the culture of tobacco in 
this valley, we have, through the pub­ 
lication of a letter from a gentleman 
who urged some objections to the 
Culp process, incurred the animosity 
of the Los Angeles Tobacco Company 
and one or two of its members have 
actually damaged us to the extent 
of two bits per week by stopping his 
paper! The letter in question was in­ 
telligently written and bore on its 
lace the evidence that its author was 
a man of great personul experience in 


tobacco culture, and we gave opinions 
believing that the Culp process did 
not fear investigation and would not 
shrink from comparison with other 
systems and methods of tobacco cur­ 
ing. 80 far as the Los Angeles Toboc- 
co Company which is using the Culp 
process is concerned, we were mis­ 
taken. 
We have selected the present 
time to make this explanation for the 
reason that we understand Mr. C u l p 
is now in our city. 
Wo are confident 
that he does not fear the most thor­ 
ough investigation of his system nor 
do we believe he will spend his time 
in efforts to injure a newspaper that 
publishes honestly expressed opinions 
adverse to his system. 


The Railroad Prospect. 


Yesterday afternoon Senator J o n e s 
informed the Editor of the H e r a l d 
that he had subscribed $220,000 to the 
stock of the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence Railroad Company and that 
if Los Angeles showed herself in ear­ 
nest it was his purpose to do all in his 
power to aid in the early construction 
of the road. He said his subscription 
would be ready as fast as called for 
and he hoped the assessments would 
be made early and often for then he 
would know the company was made 
of the right kind of material and that 
the road was progressing. 
Senator 
J o n e s is in earnest and he wonders if 
the people are alike earnest—if they 
will act as well as talk. If we all 
stand together the Los Angeles and 
Independence road will be built and 
speedily built. 
The people of Los 
Angeles city and county should sub­ 
scribe $500,000 to the stock; the San 
Bernardino people will aid the work 
with a $200,000 subscription. 
The 
owners of the Cerro Gordo Mine have 
half a million dollars invested in stock 
and wagons used in transporting their 
bullion to the railroad at San Fernan­ 
do. Messrs. B e a u d k y «fe B e l s i i a w 
can well 
afford 
to subscribes an 
amount equal to that invested in 
teams for as the road progresses the 
number of teams required for the trans­ 
portation of the bullion will decrease, 
and with that a decrease of their 
freight bills, until at last they will be 
enabled to send their bullion to San 
Francisco,or the refining works in this 
city for about one-fiftli of the present 
cost. Yesterday morning the H e r a l d 
stated that the prospects for a railroad 
extending from the water through this 
city, and on to the heart of the great 
mining region of the interior, were 
brighter than ever before. This morn­ 
ing we are pleased to say that those 
prospects are ten-fold more brilliant 
than twenty-four hours since. If we 
go to work with a will and work to­ 
gether for the common good, we shall 
not only build the railroad but we 
shall awaken an energy which shall 
not rest until Los Angeles is the sec­ 
ond city on the Pacific Coast. 


Letter from Inyo County. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : Seeing that our 
county is not very well represented in 
the public prints, I have assumed the 
responsibility of letting you know 
some points of interest concerning 
our section with notes of progress. 
The farmers here have harvested 
and are threshing their ’ wheat, the 
yield of which has been very satisfac­ 
tory. The corn crop bids fair to be a 
good one. 
We have had one light 
frost, but it did no damage. 
The Elipse mill has been running 
with five stamps for some time past, 
and I learn it will start before long 
with forty stamps. 
This will make 
things lively in this part of the valley. 
So long as the mill is under the man­ 
agement of Capt. Eucle it cannot well 
fail to be a success, as he is a man of 
long experience as well as fine judg­ 
ment, which his mining record in this 
county will tell. 
The Cerro Gordo and Swansea mines 
are doing a good business. There are 
many other ledges as yet undeveloped, 
as rich, I suppose, as any in the State, 
ami all they need to develop them is a 
railroad. 
When the owners become 
convinced that the railroad is assured, 
they will begin as fast as they ure 
able to work them. 
We have no paper in the county ex­ 
cept the Inyo Independent, which does 
a good business. The two towns of 
Lone Pine and Independence present 
the general appearance of a mining 
camp. 
The climate here is quite healthy, 
and people are in high hopes that the 
proposed railroad will soon be forth­ 
coming, and then Inyo county cau 
show more mines and better ones 
than any other county in the State.

Conversing, a few days ago, says tlie 
Ban Francisco Chronicle, with a gen­ 
tleman just from Boston, we alluded 
to tlie subject of California dried and 
canned fruits East. He remarked that 
our canned fruits were considered a 
great rarity in Boston, and that he 
had paid seventy-five cents a can for 
quart cans. And with this knowledge 
before us, that we can find an anxious 
market for every can of fruit we send 
East, we continue to sell for little or 
nothing, cash in hand on delivery, 
rather than to put u^f our fruit and 
wait a few months that will show re­ 
turns three times tlie retail price re­ 
ceived here. We shall be glad when 
the day comes that California fruit 
growers will have awakened to their 
true interests in this matter. 
Apropos of the above, I have heard 
it asked if it was probable that the 
owners of the Alden process would be 
likely to receive as payment for the 
drying of fruits, the product. This 
would enable some to save their fruits 
that cannot sell at paying prices, and 
thus cause many to bring forward 
fruits that would not otherwise.

C E L E B R A T IO N BY OUR M EX ICA N C IT I­ 
ZENS OF T H E 
A N N IV E R SA R Y 
OP 
T H E IR R E L E A S E FROM T H E RU LE 
OF S P A IN . 


At 11 o’clock last night our Mexican 
citizens commenced tlie celebration of 
tlie day held in fondest remembrance 
by them as the date from which their 
first political freedom commenced— 
sixty-four years ago. Tlie ceremony 
opened at tlie Plaza with the hoisting 
of Mexican and American flags and 
the firing of salutes, under the direc­ 
tion of the Junta Patriótica. This was 
done at 11 o’clock, to commemorate 
the hour of the day when the first flag 
of freedom was raised by tlie revered 
Priest, Hidalgo,who incited the revolt 
against the rule of Spain over her 
Mexican province on tlie 15th day of 
September, 1810. At that time Spain 
was engaged in a severe contest with 
France, aud had more than her hands 
full to attend to her little aflair across 
the water. 
Still, the coveted freedom 
of the Mexican Nation was not ac­ 
quired by a bloodless contest, and not 
until the lapse of fourteen years was 
her independence assured. 
The part of the Priest Hidalgo was 
represented last night by Señor Pio­ 
quinto Davila, who upon the raising 
of the flag, gave the first shout for free- 
doom. 
After tlie acclamations and 
salutes had passed, a procession was 
formed by tbe Marshal in the follow­ 
ing order: 
1st. Band. 
2d. Rifleros de Los Angeles. 
3d. Mexican and American flags 
with the banner of Junta Patriótica. 
4th. Members of tlie Junta Patriót­ 
ica. 
5th. Car representing America. 
Otli. Mexican citizens and those in 
sympathy with the cause. 
7th. Triumphal car. 
8th. Citizens on horseback. 
The order of inarch was taken up as 
follows: From the Plaza down Main 
street to First; thence on First to I os 
Angeles street; up Los Angeles to 
Arcadia street, and thence lo Main 
street and tlie Plaza. 
Starting again 
from tlie Plaza, up Main to Marches- 
sault street: thence to Eternity street; 
thence to High street, and back to 
the Plaza where tlie assemblage dis­ 
persed. 
Tlie celebration will be continued 
to-day, to commemorate the declara­ 
tion of Independence which was made 
on the 10th day of September, follow­ 
ing tlie raising of the flag by Hidalgo. 
At 4 o’clock this afternoon, the pro­ 
cession will reform the same as that 
of last niglit, taking up the same line 
of march. At 0:30 in the evening, the 
celebrators M ill assemble at Stearns’ 
Hall, Avhere they will listen to ad­ 
dresses by F. P. Ramirez, the orator 
of the day, an ! other prominent citi­ 
zens. After tbe addresses, there will 
be 
a 
grand 
ball, 
which 
will 
be tlie affair of the season, in a 
social point, for our Mexican citizens 
and their guests; and thus will close 
with tlie good will and sympathy of 
all who revere freedom and a free peo­ 
ple, the celebration of Mexico’s Fourth 
of July.

ences.
